A Comfortable Shoe. 


A Swiss philosopher has taken n 


subject that concerns ver.f closely the 
comfort of the human race, and especially 
Ihe civilized portion of il. They, in- 
deed, suffer the most from ill-fitting 
shoes. The Indian is not^ troubled by 
Ills moccasins, nor the Oriental by his 
sandal; it is the tight-fitting shoe of the 
European and American that claims & 
place among the instruments of torture. 
Some advance has been made in the nrt 
of shoemaking, and prominent among 
*he improvements is ono known in this 
city as the "box-toed" shoe, which re- 
lieves the toe from tho pressure of a new 
pair of shoes. The researches of the 
Swiss philosopher, Dr. Hermann Jleper, 
of Zurich, suggest some valuable consid- 
erations, well worthy the attention of 
the intelligent artificers who make boots 
and shoes. He asserts that a shoemaker 
ought not only to produce a shoe that 
does not pinch, but a shoe so construct- 
ed that it will give to a foot distorted 
by the pinching it has borne already 
a fair chance of return to its right shape 
and full possession of its power as a 
means of currying the body onward. He 
says t->at in measuring a foot for a shoe 
or a boot, the first thing to te considered 
is the place of the great toe. 
Upon this 


toe. in walking, the weight of the whole 
body turns at every step in n natural 
foot: therefore it is in n. straight line 
with the heel. A central straight line 
drawn fr >.m the point of the great toe to 
•the middle of its root, if 
continued, 


would pj\as very nearly to the middle of 
the heel. But, by the misfitting boot 
usually worn, the point of tho toe is 
pressed inward, the root outward. No 
last or moddel of tho foot already injured 
by wearing ill-fitting boots or shoes 
should ever be made of the exact size of 
such a foot. 


—Many have withstood the frowns of
